FTER facing a fierce desert ies 
storm for three days, Walter H. 
Sara- 
Han- 
son, and a chauffeur, Henry Wildie, 
reached Los Angeles late last night in 
a big Stearns touring car. For a day 
and a night the party were lost on the 
desert somewhere between Ehrenberg 
and Chuckawalla, 
Mrs. Hanson is the only woman to 
make the journey across the treacher- 


few men wil! venture out on the desert 
Mrs. Hanson crossed from Phoenix to 
Log Angeles and completed a transcon- 
tinental tour. The blinding sandstorm 
compelled the autoists to spend Friday 
night huddled beneath the machine, 
which was almost buried in sand. 
Roads which are at best mere treiils 
through the wilderness, were com- 
pletely obliterated during the storm 
and the tourers were appalled after 
leaving Blythe ranch, the last habita- 
tion, to find before them nothing but 
a wild waste of sand, with the wind 
howling at hurricane speed across the 
plain. George Dake, who went from 
Los Angeles to pilot the party through, 
was compelled to give up in despair 
and wait until the storm abated. 
NIGHT OVERTAKES PARTY.. 

Night overtook the Hanson party 
when Dake was trying to make Mecca, 
the nearest point of civilization on the 
California desert. The Stearns had al- 
most reached Chuckawalla when the 
effort to reach the railroad had to be 
abandoned as more than sixty miles of 
sand stretched ahead of the autoists 
when darkness settled over the waste. 
Coyotes -~howled dismally and the 
frightened animals approached the car. 
The wind tore the flaps from the sides 
of the machine and sand penetrated ev- 
ery part of the mechanism. Using the 
machine as a windbreak, the party 
went into camp without knowing their 
exact location. It was dangerous, and 
practically impossible to proceed 
further. 


All night the wind blew 
a gale. It was impossibie to sleep and 
the ti age had to await the 
mornin the hope that the wind 
would down snpfficiently to to allow 
them to drive toward Mecca. 


On Saturday morning the storm had 
abated somewhat and the journey was 
resumed. The car, however, was 
criven far out of the regular track 
and until the railroad was sighted near 
dusk Saturday, the autoists feared they 
must spend another night on the 
sands. They reached Mecca at dark, 
with tess than half a gallon of gaso- 
line In the tank. Dake, Hanson and 
other members of the party dropped 
to sleep the minute they reached shel- 
ter. They were almost dead from the 
exposure. 

TIRES CHANGED MANY TIMES. 
Tires were changed sixteen times af- 
ter leaving Phoenix. The sand and 
rocks ripped the fabric from the out- 
er casings. The road was rougher 
than it has ever been before and the 
big car was hindered as it was nhe- 
cessary to drive for miles on the 
wheel rims. Once a casing was rolled 
from a wheel and the autoists went 
on without noticing the loss, so deep 
tas'the sand through which the car 
was forced to plow. 

Early in November the Hanson 
left Saratoga for Los Angeles. 
tried to dissuade Hangon from at- 
to make the journey. He 
that it would be impossible 
to cross Louisiana.

There is only enough at Ehrenberg 
for the few Indians who spend the 
winter there. The Hansons were in- 
dependent, and even could afford to 
share their food with the red men. 
An extra supply of gasoitne. had been 
Ytaken on at Phoenix, as none could 
be secured nearer than Mecca, which 
place the autoists declare was their 
most welcome stopping ,oint. 

The rescue party sent out from this 
city and headed by Clarence Smith of

failed to find the tourists, and had 
returned to Los Angeles. A second 
attempt to find the Stearns party failed 
also. Another try yesterday, however. 
was more successful. Word was re- 
ceived from the Hansons at White- 
water. They were met by the pilot 
car near Spadra. and were conducted 
over the El Monte road to Los 
Angeles last night, after a run of 5700 
miles over the worst roads in the 
United States.

Never was there such a turmoil in British poli- 

ties as that of today. With the elections just over, 
Cabinet which was returned to power by its eye- 
lashes is now hovering on the brink of defeat. Its 
chief opponents are not numerically strong enough 
to be able to take office without’ making a distaste- 
ful alliance. The King is obviously not in sym- 
pathy with his present advisers and yet is obliged 
to submit to nave placed in his mouth words which 
he can only swallow with a wry face.

This latter course he would certainly not adopt un- 
less he had “a gentleman’s agreement” beforehand 
with Redmond, which the. latter could not break 
without blasting his political career. This agree- 
ment would naturally include a certain measure of 
home rule for Ineland and reform of the House of 
Lords. The Times suggested a few weeks ago that 
this is what might be seen within a short time, and 
the indications pointing that way were never so 
many or so strong as today. 

Yet before Balfour could take up either the ques- 
tion of home rule or reform of the Lords he would 
have to get the finances of the country in shape.

ETTER PROGRESS ON ROADS. 

Several weeks ago The Times called attention 
to the fact that progress on the .good roads system 
seemed to be falling short of the pace set by Los 
Angeles enterprise. It proposed that the grand 
jury might investigate the situation in something 
cf the same spirit with which an auditor looks into 
accounts to sce how things are going. 

The grand jury took up matter and evidently 
satisfied itself that what was lacking wag impetus. 
And in fact the progress of late has been more sat- 
isfactory—undoubtedly, as the Highway Commis- 
sioners have explained, because ‘the preliminary 
work had been completed and the time for visible | 
progress was ripe. 

The people of Los Angeles county are promised 
one hundred miles of good roads for this year. If 
the mark is reached there will be occasion for gen- 
eral congratulation. One hundred miles of good 
roads, where automobiles are in such general use 
and where so large an agricultural community de- 
pends upon them for. moving produce, will mark a 
great step forward in the of continu- 
ally growing resources. While Angeles as a 
city is leaping ahead it must not be overlooked that 
the ranches and gardens of the county are sharing 
in the progress. Thousands of people are depending 
upon the land of Los Angeles county for a liveli- 
hood and upon Los Angeles for a market, where a 
few years ago there were hundreds. ei 

The encouraging feature of the situation at the 
present time is that the materials for road-building 
are almost ready for delivery and the lines and 
specifications completely prepared. It only remains 
to secure men, horses and machinery for the work. 
The men and the horse power are available and in 
fact are in action preparing the grades. The High- 
way Commission has taken upon itself the task of 
securing some’of the more expensive machinery. 
Proper executive management from this time for- 
ward should bring about rapid completion of large 
mileage of paved country roads. 3 

The building of bridges has progressed satisfac- 
torily. On San Fernando road, which is ofie of the 
busiest thoroughfares in the county, the pefilous 
fording of washes is almost at an end. Two bridges . 
are now in use and three more are begun. On the” 
El Monte road is to be found the first stretch of 
completed road. It offers a temptation to motorists 
to try out the speed of high-power machines despite 
the signs calling attention to the twenty-mile limit. 
With its solid foundation and its inclined curves it 
is as perfect a speedway as a race track could offer. 
The endurance of the materials and the process re- 
main to be tested.
